Immigration 
From U.K. To 
Canada Drops 


OTTAWA—Latest figures show 
that the flow of immigration from 
the United Kingdom to Canada 
is still running at barely . half 
last year's rate. For the first 
eight months of this year, 9,000 

ple came to this country from 
ritain, compared with 17,120 in 
the same period of 1949. 

The eight-month total from all 
sources is 49,220, as against 71,975 
a@ year ago. 

The sharp drop in British immi- 
grants started in the fall of 1949, 
‘after devaluation of the pound 
sterling added to the difficulties of 
settlers who were already restricted 
as to the amount of capital they 
could take to Canada. The figure is 
$1,000 spread over four years. 

There have been suggestions from 
London that the British government 
might ease these restrictions some- 
what, 

Late in June, Sir’ Stafford Cripps, 
chancellor of the exchequer, told the 
British house of commons that in fu- 
ture all emigrants to Canada who 
could make out a good case would 
be allowed to draw in the first year 
up to the whole four-year allotment. 
Each case would be determined on 
its merits, he said. ‘ 

Since then, figures for two full 
months are available, but they show 
little change in the position. The 
number of British immigrants is still 
sharply below last year’s. 

The Canadian director of immigra- 
tion, C. E. §S.. Smith, is now over- 
seas, and he is understood to be look- 
ing into the whole question of. stim- 
ulating immigration from the U.K. 
as well as from continental Europe. 
He’will report to’ his minister, Hon. 
Walter Harris, on his return.
